Dear Sir: 

This communication is in response to the Office Action dated 
September 1, 2006. In the restriction requirement the Examiner is 
asking Applicant to choose between species A and species B. The 
office Action is confusing. Such a requirement does not appear 
appropriate given that claim 1 talks about one or more 
antioxidants and one or more minerals. However, if the Examiner 
is requiring a selection between species A and species B, 
Applicant elects species B. The Examiner is then asking Applicant 
to choose one antioxidant from species A and one antioxidant from 
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species B. Applicant selects L-Glutathione from species A and 
Activated Carbon from species B. 

The claims that are believed to be readable on the elected 
species in addition to the generic claims 1, 5, 6 and 7 would 
also include 2, 3, 4, 8, 9, 10, 11, 15, 19, and 24. Thus, claims 
1-11, 15, 19 and 24 are readable. 

Applicant has completely responded to the Examiner' s Office 
Action dated September 1, 2006. Favorable action is respectfully 
requested.
